Garfield had trouble in getting his cabinet 
‘together to suit him, and the whole thing 
was open when he reached Washington just 
before his inauguration. He had se@ected 
Windom for the interior department and 
Allison. for the treasury. Notification of 
this was delivered to the Iowa senator omy 
a few days before the inauguration. After 
a careful but necessarily brief consideration 
of the offer it was declined, largely because 
of the fact that Allison had been pressing 
Kirkwood, then his colleague in the senate, 
for the position of secretary of the interior. 

When the decision was made it was late 
in the evening of March 3, and on the morn- 
ing of the inauguration day President Gar- 
field changed his cabinet plans, put Windom 
in the treasury, where he made a great suc- 
cess, and appointed Kirkwood, Allison's col- 
league, ag secretary of the interior. 


Years rolled by and Garfield was shot bY 
Guiteau, Blaine and Logan were beaten "at 
the polls, Cleveland served for four years, 
and Harrison was elected tn 1888. All thts. 
time Allison was still a senator from Iowa,, 
and he is still today. For six years he had 
served in the senate with the president- 
elect, and so it was only natural that Allison 
and Henderson should stop off at -Indian- 
apolis on the way home during the Christmas 
holiday to urge Gen. Harrison to appoint 
“ Ret’ Clarkson as postmaster general. 

This Harrison declined to do because he 
had already promised the place to Wana- 
maker. He was, however, exceedingly cordial 
to the two Iowa men. A month or so Jater a 
letter came to Washington offering Allison 
the position of secretary of the treasury and 
asking for a personal interview before there 
should be any question of declining. 

In response to this request Senator Allison 
went to Indianapolis and visited Gen. Har- 
rison at his house, and for the second time 
declined the treasury portfolio. Gen. Clark- 
so@, it may be noted, did not t into the 
cabinet, but he did become assistant post- 
master general,

Gen. Harrison was defeated, and Cleve- 
land served for four years more in the White 
house. Then the sensational .campaign of 
1896 was fought to a finish, and William B. 
Allison was still a senator from lowa when 
William McKinley was triumphantly elected 
in November. When congress met a month 
later Allison’s familiar seat at the head of 
the table of the committee on appropriations 
was vacant, and the Iowa senator lay ill in 
his home in Dubuque. He did not reach 
Washington until some time in January, and 
on his way here stopped at Canton at the 
request of McKinley. 

In the familiar cottage, which has since be-, 
come 80 famous, the president-elect again. 
offered the time worn treasury portfolio to

SHOOTS BRIDE 


REJECTED MAN WOUNDS YOUNG 
WOMAN ON WEDDING DAY. 


Pashing Hia Way Through Throng of 
Friends Who Are Extending Con-. 
sratulations, Benjamin Valerio 
Fires Four Times at Mrs. Joseph 
Malone—Angry Crowd Jumps on the 
Man and He May Die from the In- 
juries Received at Hands of the Mob. 


A romance that began in a Calabrian vil- 
lage ended yesterday in the Italian quarter 
_by the revengeful enronne of a bride by her 
jilted lover. 

Under cover of a tiiitbinn marriage cus- 
tom observed at the wedding reception the 
jealous man feached the side of the girl who 
had once promised to be his wife, and there, 
& revolver, he fired four shots at 

er. 

One of the shots took effect, wounding the 
young woman in the arm, while another 
struck a guest. Then the wedding party 
turned into an angry mob that pitched upon 
thé would-be assassin and beat him into in- 
sensibility. The police interfered, but the 
man may not recover. 

The reception was held at 107 De Kove 
street and followed the wedding of Josep 
Malone and Rachele Malone, both Italians, 
but unrelated. Following a custom of the 
Calabrian fatherland, the guests crowded 
about the young bride, each pressing a coin 
or other token into her before 
their leave. 


Bullets a Marriage Greeting. 

In the midst of the gayety a roughly 
dressed man enter@d briskly and pushed his 
way through the throng The bride turned 
and recognized in the strange? Benjamin 
Valerio, to whom she had been betrothed 
when she left Italy. Suspecting nothing, she 
put out her hand in greeting, and Valerio 
made a gesture as if to drop a coin into, her 
palm. Then suddenly he drew-his revolver 
and fired. 

The first shot missed her, and he fired three 
moretimes One bullet struck her in the right 
arm between the elbow and wrist. The 
groom grappled with Valerio and tried to 
pin his arms to'his side. Valerio fired once 
more wildly and the bullet struck Michael 
Manone, who fell. 


Crowd Beats Valeria. 

Then Valerio went to the floor under 4 
whirlwind rush of the Italians. The enraged 
men, scarcely waiting to see the extent of 
the bride’s, or Manone’s injuries, jumped on 
their fallen countryman and pounded and 
kicked him in spite of the protests of Malone 
and his wife. 

When the police arrived Valerio was un- 
conscious. He was taken to the County hos- 
pital, where it was found his skull had been 
fractured and that his body was a m@ss of 
cuts and bruises. Other ambulances took 
the bride and Manone to the hospital. Mrs. 
Malone’s injury was soon dressed. Manone’s 
wound was in the foot and not serious,

AND AUTHOR AWAY. 


Was Well known Writer of Fiction 
and Theology, Chaplain to Queen 
Vietoria and the House of Com- 

mons, Canon of Westmiuster Abbey, 

and Rector of St, Margaret’s Charch 

Books Haye Been Translated 

Into Nearly Every Modern Tongue. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, March 22.—The Very Rev. Fred- 
ertc William Farrar, D. D., dean of Canter- 
bury, former chaplain to Queen Victoria and 
chaplain of the house of commons, died today 
in- his 72d year. 

.. Dean Farrar had long been'in delicate 

health and disabled by creeping paralysis. 

He latterly had to be carried everywhere 

‘and was unable to officiate, although a:con- 

stant attendant at the Canterbury cathedral 

services to the last. 

He was present at some school sports 
‘Saturday -afternoon, but. passed a restless 
night. His condition became serious this 
morning and. he expired peacefully at 7 
o'clock this evening. 

7 Story of His Career. 

Dean Farrar was born op Aug. 7, 1881, and 
-was educated at Cambridge. During his stu- 
dent days he won many scholarships, prizes, 
and medals. After his .graduation he was 
assistant master‘at Marlborough college, and 
afterwards for sixteen yeare head master at 
Harrow. Later he returned to Mariborough 
as head master: In 1876 he became canon of 
Westminster abbey and rector of St. Mar- 
garet’s. He was appointed archdeacon of. 
Westminster in 1883. In 1890 he became chap- 
lain of the house of commons, holding the 
position until 1895, when he was appointed 
dean of Canterbury. 


® Known asan Author. 
It is as an author that Dean Farrar is best 


+ known to the reading world of England and 


the United States. His“ Life of Christ ’’ has 
long been looked upon as a modern religious 
classic. In addition to his career as a theo- 
logical writer he published several books of 
fiction, notably ‘*‘ Eric, or Little by Little ’’ 
“Julian Home,”’ 1859; St. Wini- 
fred,”’ 1868; ‘‘ Darkness and Dawn,” 1885, 

His ** Life of Christ ’’ appeared in 1874 and 
reached its twelfth edition within as many 
months. It has since been translated into 
French, German, Dutch, Russian, Swedish, 
and Italian, and the editions are so numerous 
that the literary world no longer keeps track 
of them. 

Dean Farrar was also the author of “ The 
Life of St. Paul,” “The Early Days of 
Christianity,”’ Eternal Hope,” and “ The 
Bible; Its Meaning and Supremacy.” He 
contributed to all the standard commentaries 
and encyclopedias. 

His Views of the Bible. : 

Dean Farrar was one of Engiand’s broad- 
est and most liberal churchmen. He refused 
#o accept all of the bible unreservedly. On 
this point he said:

NEW LIGHT ON ROENTGEN RAYS. 


French Experimenter Makes a Discov- 
ery of Interest to the Scien- 
tific World. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 28, 8 a. m.—Lord Ray- 
leigh, professor of natural philosophy at the 
Royal institution, has announced that M. 
Blondelot, a French experimenter, has re- 
cently adduced evidence going far to prove 
that Roentgen rays are susceptible of polar- 
ization, if they have not been polarized al- 
ready and can therefore be traced to spec- 
trum. 

If this is true, and the rays are transversal, 
as Blondelot thinks, it follows that they are 
a species of ordinary light, but of extremely 
short wave lengths, perhaps a hundred times 
shorter than waves of light. Lord Rayleigh 
said he saw no reason to question the discov- 
ery, which is of first rate importance, help- 
ing to determine the nature of Roentgen rays, 
which have been in doubt ever since they 
were discovered. 

In another part of the lecture, in which 
the above announcement is made, Lord 
Rayleigh dealt with the coast lights, ques- 
tioned the use of the extreme candle power 
employed at some lighthouses. He said a 
single candle is visible three miles on a dark 
night if the air is absolutely clear, but as the 
air is never so, great candle power is neces- 
sary to allow for diffusion, but even when 
this allowance is made he doubts if any- 
thing is gained by such illumination as is 
produced by the electric arc at St. Catherines 
on the Isle of Wight, which is equal to 
millions of candles. It was probable, he de- 
elared, that for practical purposes 100,000 
candle power would be as effective as 30,000,- 
000. It would be more valuable, he said, to 
repeat moderate flashlights more frequently 
than to employ extremely high power fixed 


lights. 
REVOLT IN URUGUAY ENDS. 
Treaty of Peace Signed Between the 
Government and the Insur- | 
gent Leaders. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
MONTEVIDEO, March 22.—The revolution 
which began on March 16 was ended today 
by a treaty of peace signed by the Uruguayan 
government and the rebel leaders. 


The Uruguayan revolt was confined to the 
departments of Rivera, Flores, and Maldon- 
ado, and was brought about by the white 
party, who were dissatisfied with the new 
president (Ordonez) and with the recent ap- 
pointments of departmental prefects. 

The government, while taking strong mili- 


‘tary measures to suppress the revolution, 


also made certain proposals with a view to 
arriving at a peaceful settlement, Four 
government delegates were sent to the dis- 
affected provinces authorized to make con- 
ciliatory propositions. They were instruct- 
ed to inform Sefior Saravia, the instigator 
of the revolution, that, as the basis of an 
arrangement, the government would agree 
to the appointment under the direction of 
the nationalists, or white party, of new 
prefects in six departments, 

The uprising was not generally popular, 
although the rebels mustered 8,000 men, who 
had destroyed the railway, cut the telegraph 
wires, and were threatening to attack Monte- 
video itself. 


AMERICAN HELD FOR FRAUD. 


London Judge Grants Order for Extra- 
dition of ““Dr.’’ Nicholson to the 
German Courts.

LONDON, March 22.—* Dr.” J. H. Nichol- 
son, who was arraigned in Bow street police 
court last Thureday on charges of fraud pre- 
ferred by Berlin authorities, was brought 
before a magistrate again yesterday. 

When Nicholson, who, it is said, has had 
a long career as a quack on the continent 
and has operated in many cities, was frst 
arrested he claimed to be a Philadelphian, 
and that he had beera a physician tn New 
York. Afterwards he declared that he was 
a Canadian, and on that account the magis- 
trate remanded him while inquiries were 
made on the subject. 

Yesterday the magistrate decided that 
Nicholson was an American, and granted a 
motion for his extradition to Germany.

KINGSTON, St. Vincent, March 22.—The 
eruption of La Soufriere, which began yes- 
terday, continued and increased in activity 
during the night until it became most violent 
at 7 o’clock this morning. At half past 8 
o'clock this morning its violence was un- 
abated and the spectacle was awe inspiring. 

The crater is belching forth dense black 
clouds, which rise heavenwards, accom- 
panied by loud roaring and flashes, which 
rend the spreading pall of smoke which now 
envelopes the entire island in darkness. Elec- 
trical discharges occurred at intervals dur- 
ing the night, while at daybreak the sunlight 
playing on the stupendous volcanic clouds 
produced exceedingly beautiful effects. 


Smoke Obscures the Sun. 


Relying upon the scientific opinion that 
Kingston, although covered with heavy 
clouds which completely obscured the sun, is 
not in danger, the population shows no alarm. 
According to advices from Ch&teau Belair 
dark sand is falling there, and Point-a- 
Pietre reports that strong detonations were 
heard there throughout last night and this 
morning. 

Earthqueke in Mexico. 

Chilpaningo, Mex., March 22.—There was 
a sharp earthquake shock, accompanied by 
subterranean noises, at La Union this after- 
noon.

BULGARIA UNABLE TO BUY GUNS. 


Austria and Russia Unite with Turkey 
in Preventing Shipments of Arms 
Destined for Macedonians.

SOFIA, March 22.—The governments.of 
Austria-Hungary and Russia are making the 
Bulgarian ministers preserve peace by force 
as well.as by diplomatic influence. Bulgaria 
is trying to purchase ammunition and to re- 
plenish her exhausted armories, but the 
Vienna government will not allow the war 
material to pass the Danube.: Several large 
contracts for powder have recently been 
placed conditionally upon the delivery of the 
ammunition on the shores of the Danube, and 
the contractors have been trying to smuggle 
it through Austria-Hungary. The porte has 
not neglected to order its officials to watch 
the Dardanelles closely for the passage of 
war supplies. 

Many Bulgarians and one cabinet minister 
have expressed to me their regret that the 
reported murder of the Russian consul at 
Mitrovitza has not proved true. Otherwise, 
decisive action would have been forced upon 
Russia. The sympathizers with Macedonia 
are growing more hostile and numerous in 
Bulgaria. 

Russia has secured, meanwhile, a more ab- 
solute mastery of the Sofia government. It 
has brought about the resignation of M. 
Papricoff, the minister of war, who was the 
most stren s and antagonistic member of 
the cabinet in offering resistance to Russiaii 
influence. 

Public sympathy with the Macedonian 
cause nevertheless increases steadily and is 
more aggressive.

BERLIN, March 22.—The intention of Mr. 
Conried to present **‘ Parsifal ’’ at the Metro- 
politan opera house in New York in spite of 
the protest from Frau Cosima Wagner, 
greatly interests German music lovers, who 
are divided into two parties on the question. 
Those sympathizing with Frau Wagner seem 
to be in the majority, some going so far as to 
prophesy that if Conried is sustained it will 
mean the end of the Baireuth festivals, be- 
cause Parsifal is always the great feature 
there, it being possible to hear Wagner's 
other ¢peras anywhere. 

Prof. Schaarwenka, a prominent musical 
authority, thinks the reverence due such a 
great master qught to compel any manager 
to respect his family’s wishes, even if he is 
legally justified in producing “ Parsifal.” 
Moreover, no stage except the one at Bai- 
reuth can possibly devote the time and care 
which the production requires. 

Felix Weingartner, conductor of the Royal 
opera house, who may be regarded as the 
leader of the opposition to the Wagner fam- 
ily, contends that the world ought not to be 
deprived of the enjoyment of Wagner's 
masterpiece in order that the composer's 
heirs may maintain a monopoly. This view 
seems to be shared by many musicians of 
high professional standing.

One boarded the front end of the 
car and the other two the rear end. 


Shooting Begins Promptly. 

The.first man commanded the passengers 
occupying the open seats to put up their 
hands, and when one of them did not comply 
he fired a shot. Henderson then opened fire 
on the robber, shooting as fast as he could 
pull the trigger. The robber turned his gun 
upon Henderson, but as he did so he was 
seen to bend over and cry out as if in pain. 
Then, straightening up, he began shooting 
at the passengers huddled in the front seats, 

One of his bullets struck Ellis Pearson in 
the left leg. Henderson continued firing, 
and the robber was seen to fall. | 

While this was going on on the outside 
of the car a tragedy was being enacted in 
the inside. The two robbers who had entered 
the rear door commanded the passengers to 
raise their hands, and most of them did so. 
Before any attempt could be made by the 
robbers to search the passengers for their 
valuables the shooting began/on the outside 
of the ear. Then the other two robbers be- 
gan shooting right and left into the crowd 
of passengers. 

Griswold Shot in Back. 

Griswold was seated about the middle of 
the car with his back turned toward the rob- 
bers. At the command “ Hands up!” he tried 
to secrete his watch under his legs, and one 
of the robbers, thinking he was about to 
‘draw a weapon, fired pointblank at him. 
The bullet struck him in the back of the 
neck and he fell over into the lap of his aged 
mother, who was seated at his side. 


Shot Through Upheld Hand. 


Dr. C. H. Bowles was near the front door 
and at the command of the robbers he raised 
his hands. When he had them in the air 
one of the bullets from a robber’s revolver 
struck his left hand and shattered the bones. 
After emptying their revolvers the robbers 
backed out of the door and sprang off the 
ear and disappeared. 

The car proceeded with all possible speed 
to Sawtelle, the nearest point where med- 
ical aid could be secured. Griswold expired 
before the car had gonea mile. His mother 
was almost insane from fright and grief. 
The bullet which killed him grazed the 


with him. 
As soon as the shooting was over Hender- 


‘son, who had fired at the robbers, sprang 


from the car and started to run. He ran 
across a vineyard and struck a wire fence, 
being knocked down. While in that position 
he saw two of the robbers run to a road 
near by and clinmrb into a buggy and drive 
towards this city. 


Henderson Tells of Affair. 
enderson, who started the shooting, gives 

this version of how it began: ‘“ The three 
men appeared,.all wearing masks, and with 
revolvers in their hands, which they trained 
upon the carload of passengers. ‘ Hands 
up, everybody. Hands up,’ called out one 
of the highwaymen. I noticed that their 
guns were trained upon the passengers 
standing, and as I was seated I thought I was 
safe in making some move. I shifted my 
revolver from a hip to an overcoat pocket 
and a moment later, when one of the men 
was not more than five feet away, I opened 
fire. 
‘* I fired four shots point blank at his breast. 
The man fell and I believe he was mortally 
wounded. Immediately the other two high- 
waymen, seeing their companion fall, opened 
fire. A regular fusillade of shots followed. 

‘I ducked across the car and jumped off 
the opposite side and ran across a field to 
the road.”’ 
Every available officer was sent to the 
scene, but no trace of the robbers was 
found.

FIGHT IN TOWING TRUST RE- 
OPENED BY UNIONS. 


Official Notice Issued at Toledo to Vea- 
sel and Tug Owners That Long- 
shoremen Will Refuse.to Handle 
Ships Towed by Nonunion Crews — 
Trouble Arises Over Refusal to Re- 
instate Licensed Men in Organiza- 
tion Who Disobeyed Walkout Order. 


Toledo, O., March 22.—The reopening of last 
year’s hostilities between the Licensed Tug- 
men’s Protective association and the Great 
Lakes Towing company will begin tomorrow, 
when the following notice will be served on 
all vessel and tug owners: . 

‘City of Toledo, March 22, 1903.—You are 
hereby notified that the Great Lakes Towing 
company’s tugs have been placed on the un- 
fair list. Please take gotices that all boats 
which have been towed by the Great Lakes 
Towing company tugs will be refused the 
service of the International Longshoremen, 
Marine and Transport Workers’ union in 
loading and unloading cargoes, unless the 
tugs so employed carry regular Linemen 
ahd Firemen’s union men. This is to take 
effect on and after Monday, March 23, 1903. 

‘* By order of the district council of Inter- 
national Linemen and Firemen’s associa- 
tion.” 

The differences between the tug trust and 
the tugmen at this time grows out of the 
demand of the Great Lakes Towing com- 
pany for the reinstatement in the Licensed 
Tugmen’s Protective association of the men 
expelled last season for refuging to obey 
strike orders. 

The sympathetic action of the longshore- 
men is believed by the tugmen to be a great 
factor in their favor. Last year the tugmen 
fought their battle to a successful finish 
without the aid of any outside union. Steam- 
ers were able to get along without tugs in 
most places, and their cargoes were han- 
dled without question.

Important Feature of Work Proposed 
Is the Zrection of a Hall at the State

New Courses in Study. 


The long delayed “year book.’’ setting 
forth plans of work of the Illinois. Federation 
of Woman’s Clubs, will appear today. 

The book is larger than any of its eight 
predecessors and the work planned covers 
a wider. field. 

One of the principal efforts to be made 
by the 250 clubs of the federation is the 
erection of a woman’s hall for the state uni- 
versity at Champaign—not a dormitory, but 
a hall as a monument to the women of the 


state. 
Open Public School Grounds. 


As an aid in keeping children from the 
btreet the use of school property out of 
school hours as social centers is strongly 
urged by Josephine Milligan: 

‘The yards, if spacious, can be used for 
out of door sports,’’ Miss Milligan says. She 
also urges that the roofs of the city school 
buildings be utilized as play gardens for the 
use of the poor children during the summer. 


Cooking to Receive Attention. 


To make all American women good cooks 
is another interesting thing that the federa- 
tion has started out to do,accepting as a 
guide in this direction the recent broad state- 
ment: “There is nothing so bad as the 
cooking in American homes.”’ 

‘*Bach woman should strive by her own 
effort to make the American the most health- 
fully fed, clothed, and housed of all nations,’’ 
says Mrs P. 8. Peterson, chairman of the 
domestic science committee, who has under- 
taken the task. ; 

Considering the demand throughout the 
state for a practical knowledge of home 
economics, Mrs. Peterson earnestly recom- 
mends the introduction of a household sci- 
ence course in all schools, whether In the city 
or country, and alscin the colleges, for wom- 
en. This would include cooking. 


Study Home Decorations. 


A new study suggested for the year is home 
decoration. In connection with the study of 
‘** Art as applied to the home "’ the commit- 
tee on art, of which Mrs. John B. Sherwood 
is the head, is sending out an exhibit for 
club study om home decoration. 

This collection consists of a series of color 
schemes, showing relative harmonies in wall 
decoration, woodwork, furniture, and other 
artistic features. Examples of expensive 
and inexpensive fabrics for draperies and 
coverings go with the art collection, and wall 
papers suitable for different rooms are 
mounted on cards for exhibition. 

Photographs for the study of vases. pot- 
tery, glass, copper, and bronze, lamps, pieces 
of art pottery, and glass mosaics make up the 
collection, accompanied by books for study. 


Stop Night Work by Children.

Since making that speech I've talked 
to men in organized labor who have told me 
it is true.”’ 

Of the disputes between capital and labor 
Mr. Jerome said: *‘* You are not 10 per cent, 
you men of organized labor, of the men of 
the United States. If you think the other 
90 per cent are.going to stand for violence 
you misread tliem.”’

“Every man in the Catholic church should 
belong to one of them. They offer cheaper 
insurance than the secular companies and 
they help the church. < 

“In seores of cases I have seen the good 
done the family by the insurance money paid 
after the death of the father or husband. 
What it means to those left behind is beyond 
calculation. But there is this, other side to 
the matter; the payment of the policy takes | 
the support of the family from the church. 


Test of a Good Catholic. 


“ Again, the association is an organization 
of practical Catholics. Bishop Ryan, the 
founder of the order in Buffalo, used to have 
difficulty in determining what constituted a 
practical Catholic. To satisfy himself he 
decided a practical Catholic was a man who 
attended. regularly, the Sunday mass, who 
did his Easter duties, who contributed ac- 
cording to his means to the support of the 
church and its schools, and gave his children 
a Catholic education. A man must beall this 
to be a member of this association. The more 
of such fraternal orders of the kind we have 
the greater will be the strength of the 
church. 

** Beyond the financial and other considera- 
tions mentioned is this advantage, that it 
protects our men from the other societies 
wane it would be dangerous for them to 
join.” .

| POPULAR RULE & FATLORE, 


SELF-GOVERNMENT HELD TO BE 
WEAKEST IN CITIES, 


Dr. A. A. Berle Declares That Religious 
Instruction Has Been Eliminated 
from the Schools and Moral Regard 
from Publie Concerns Generally — 
Demoeratic Forms Said to Be Un- 
equal te the Severe Tests to Which 
They Have Been Subjected. 


séverest tests, according to Dr. A. A. Berle, 


excite pity In the Wouse of its friends. He 
was speaking at Union Park Congrega- 
tional church ygSterday, and Said: 

“ There is pr bly no truer index of na- 
tional degeneratgéon than when religious ques- 
tions are fo into public discussion as 
they frequently are; no sign of national 
weakness like that which makes public con- 
cerns turn on religious prejudices. Sec- 
tarianism and intolerance generally involve 
the destruction of the noblest instincts of our 
race. and sooner or later involve also the 
finest intellectual traits of which men are 
capable, 

* When the moral interests of national life 
are neglected all prosperity, however seem- 
ing, is false and unreal. This seems pecu- 
liarly to be the state in which America finds 
itself. Progressively in the interest @ a 
pseudo-liberalism, and subject to the do- 
minion of the least capable classes of society, 
moral inetruction, as well as-religious in- 
struction, has been eliminated from the pub- 
lic schools and the element of moral regard 
from public concerns generally. 


Greatest Weakness in Cities. 

“We are nat, therefore, surprised to find 
American democracy breaking down at the 
points where it is most severely tried—name- 
ly: in cities. We are not surprised to see the 
best friende of democratic government ask- 
ing anew the question as to whether the era 
for démocratic self-government has really 
come. 

“Tt has degenerated into the veriest cant 
to say that * the remedy for the ills of democ- 
racy is more democracy.’ Asif the Crokers 
and the Butlers and their breed, who are the 
characteristic products of urban democratic 
government in America, must be multiplied 
to free ourselves from their control. 


Where Popular Rule Fails. 
** Democracy, like everything else, must be 


judged by its fruits, and no one can deny that 
in the severest teste to which it has been 
subjected in America the theory of popular 
self-government has not only failed but 


failed so miserably as to excite pity in the 


house of its friends. The boss, the monopolist, 
the grafter in all forms, are the products of 
democracy in American life no less than the 
other things of which we habitually boast. 


** We sometimes hear ofa great future for 
these cities and of a great future for Chicago, 


more magnificent than its great past. Such 


a prediction is the silliest illusion which can 
afflict reasonable people, unless it is based 
on a steadfast determination to lift the tone 
of the moral life of this city—that is, until 
we can have reasonable hope that public and 
private life are dominated by the laws of 
righteousness and are subjectéd to the spirit 
of the kingdom of God. The reformation of 
the city must proceed long the lines of its 
moral interest, not along the line of appeal 
to its cupidity, Interest, or commercial great- 
ness.”’

BILL BECAUSE OF GRUDGE. 


Take This Stand Because Cook County 


Members Worked Against the Pro- 
posed Increase in the Percentage 
ef Tax Limitation—Sanitary Dis- 
triet Measure Is in Danger Because 
of the Pesition of Some Cook County 


Legislators. 


Springfield, Ill., March 22.—[Special. }~—Op- 
position to the greater Chicago resolution 
is likely to show increased strength when it 
is brought up in the house Tuesday mofn- 
ing. The country members are said to have 
threatened retaliation, because the repre- 
sentatives from Cook county have fought 
the proposed increase in the percentage of 
tax Mmitation, which is demanded by a num- 
ber of southern Illinois counties. Unless this 


difference is adjusted the friends of the reso- 
lution will find many of the men from the 
country districts lined up against them. 


The country, up to the present time, has 
been used effectively against the Chicago 


sanitary district bill. Other influences have 


been used against these measures, not the 


least of which has been a considerable op- 
position from Cook county, but these would 
not. be effective if the country members were 
in a better frame of mind. The bills are 
still in committee and all efforts to/get them 


on the floor of either house have failed. 
Even if the country members withdraw their 


opposition the bills are in danger: 


Good Outlook for Civil Service. 


The civil service bill will probably be called 
up on Wednesday for a vote on its passage. 
The referei.dum amendment has compli- 
cated the situation, and several members 
who otherwise would have supported the bill 
will now vote against it. On the other hand, 
there are many who have little sympathy 
with civil service reform and who have been 
working, openly or secretly, against the bill, 
but who will now vote for it on the theory 
that the people should have an opportunity 
to determine whether or not a clivil service 
law ehall be enacted. It is probable that the 
bill will pass the house by a fair majority. 
The friends of civil service will endeavor to 
have the referendum amendment killed in 
the senate.

if I could possess for use in my profession, 
would make me the leading romancer of my 
time. 
‘In literature we can stand 4 little ex- 
aggeration, but in the water business I pre- 
fer to get down to hard realities, and rely 
upon your sense of justice to see that this 
nonsensical bill which you have réndered me 
is corrected.

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. NEW HAMPSHIRE LIQUOR BILL. 


The liquor bill as reported by the ma- 
jority of the committee has passed its first 
reading in the lower house of the New 
Hampshire legislature by a vote of 214 to. 
107, but the minority are not without the 
hope of defeating it, or at least of amending 
it so as to remove certain objectionable 
features. The prohibitionists are not mak- 
ing a stubborn fight, as they realize that 
New Hampshire is bound to follow the 
example of Vermont and have some kind of 
a license law. The objection to the proposed 
law, and it is a strong one, is that it is 
~meither high license uor local option while 
pretending to be both. The maximum li- 
cense fee is fixed at $1,000. This would 
be high license, but under the terms of the 
bill the commissioners can issue first class 
licenses for the sale of liquor to be drunk 
on the premises at $25 a year. And there 
ure a dozen grades of license between these 
two extremes. The thousand dollar li- 
senses, which apply only to certain clubs 
and summer hotels patronized by the 
wealthy, cut but little figure in. producing 
revenue. Again, the law can hardly be | 
called a local option measure: Curiously 
enough, it concedes local option to every 
town in the state and refuses it to every 
city. Under this bill every city in the state 

‘ust have saloons for three years and six] 
months without regard to ‘the wishes of 
the people. 

These are ecataialy 
the bill as it stands, buy probably. the pro- 
vision most feared is {Wétremendous politi- 
cal power it will price in the hands of three 
men, or really of two, as two will be of 
the same party. 

- Undowbtedly New Hampshire is bound to, 
have. liquor law and to abandon prohibi- 


tion, but any such unjust discriminations as | 


this bill makes should be removed if the 
people of that state wish to have a law. 
which will work batistactorily. 


KEEP THE STATE 

The bill.creating a board ‘of public ac- 
‘counts should not fail of: passage in the 
house of representatives at Springfield this 
week. If it becomes law it will be possible 
to. conduct the business of the state in a 
more business like manner than at present. 
The bill provides that the state auditor, the 
president of the board of charities, and a 


public accountant, whose appointment is. 


authorized by the bill, shall constitute a 
board to investigate all accounts of the 
state, publish them, and prescribe the way 
in ich they shall be-kept. It will make 
public quarterly the condition of the state’s 


- finances and will publish the pay roll of all 


the state institutions. In short, it will sys- 
tematize the business of the state and give 
to the public an account of the expenditure 
of ite money. 

No corporation with as much business to 
transact as the state has could exist without 
an accountant, to give the heads of its de- 
partments frequent statements of its re- 
ceipts and expenditures. It would become 
bankrupt. There are features in the bill 
which are not acceptable to politicians in 


= both parties, who do not care to have light 


shed on the pay rolls or the disbursement 
records of the state. They do not conrt an 
investigation which,-if 4t does not expose 
corruption, will disclose extravagance. The 
$11,000-a year which the board will cost will 
be well spent. The publication of the pay 
roll and the state’s accounts will save the 
people that 6 sum niany times over. 


“USELESS STATISTICS. 

After looking over Dr. Harris’ table of 
comparative expenditures for education and 
for police in the large cities of this country 
one is inclined to exclaim: ‘“ Cursed be 
William the Conqueror or whoever it was 
that first invented statistics!’ 

What conclusions can be drawn from 
Dr. Harris’ table? One starts out and 
notices. that at the head of the list there is 
a city called Afinneapolis which spends 


more than three times as much money on 


education as it does op police. One con- 
cludes, then, the Minneapolis police force 
was starved. That must have been the rea- 
son why the members of the force were 
driven to making money on the outside. 
Moral: Give policemen larger salaries. 
"But then one notices at the foot of the list, 
as far as possible removed from Minneapo- 
lis, a city called St. Louis. Minneapolis 
spends about $1 per capita per annum on 
police. St. Louis spends almost $3: And 
it economizes on education. Instead of 
spending three times as much money on ed- 
-ueation as on police it spends about 5 per 
cent less. Yet St. Louis is not in a state 
of municipal beatitude. Moral: Spend 
lees money on the police and more on the 
schools. This moral seems to be quite dif- 
ferent from the previous moral, but statistics 
are statistics, that’s all that can be said, 
and. when Minneapolis and St. Louis, run- 
ning mates in i my, stand at opposite ends 
of a comparae table, extremes meet and 
conclusions are confused. 

As for sehools, so far as our own city is 
concerned, it is interesting to ndtice that 
while Philadelphia's school expenses are 
about $2.50 per capita, St. Louis’ $2.70, and 
Minneapolis’ $3.00, Chicago's are about 
$4.80. Boston is ahead of us, however, 
‘with $5.40, and so is New York, with $5.80. 

New York, by the way—ard here one’s 
statistical confusion becomes worse con- 
founded—seems to be the most expensively 
governed larse éity in the eonntrs; so far

Ald. Mavor, chairman of the finance com- | 
mittee, says “the administration has been 
spending more money than ought to be 
spent.” As a consequence, “the borrow- 
ings of the city from year to year have 
grown greater.” In the spring of 1898 
$2,180,000 was owed in auticipation of 
the collection of thé taxes for that year. 
In 1902 warrants were sold in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes to the amount of 
$4,293,000. 

If the affairs of the menthipattty had 
been managed in accordanee with strict 
business principles Ald. Mavor would have 
been unable to make the compinint he does. 
No matter how small the income of the 
city a business mayor would ‘not have al- 
lowed the expenditures to exceed it. If the 


increased by one dollar during his ad 
istration. If it had no floating debt’ he 
would not have allowed one to be made, He 
would have handed over the municipality 
to his successor in as good shape, finau- 
cially, as he found it. 

If Mayor Harrison were a better business 
man he would not allow more money to be 
spent than ought to be spent., He would 


not tolerate a yearly defictt. He would not 


swell a floating debt which some day the 
taxpayers will have to pay off. Should he 
be reélected the floating debt will be much 
larger two years hence than it is now. 
Mayor Harrison has not ap ated the 
importance of the city’s living within its 
income. Not being a business mary himself 
he has been unable to select subordinates 
who have the business qualifications he 
himself lacks. 

It is time to turn over a nbw leaf. The 
corporation, private or municipal, whose 


_expenses annually exceed its income, lands 


in bankruptey. That will be the fate of the 
city if a business man is not put in charge 


of its affairs, a man who will not permit | 


the expenditure of one dollar in excess of 
the city’s income, and who will require—as 
Mr. Stewart says he will require—every 
employé “to do a dollar’s worth of work 
for a dollar in salary.” 

When Mayor Harrison went into office six 
years ago he did not intend to do anything 
to add to the financial embarrassments of 
the city. He meant to give it a good ad- 
ministration. He has not suceeded. It is

to make the. machinery of administration 
mioye smoothly and efficiently.

wer. 

Minority exists te Rhode Island, 
its worst feature is the corruption which 
characterizes it. The influence of money 
in elections depends largely on the size of 
an electorate. It would take much money 
to carry an election in Providence, with its 
29,080 voters. Comparatively littie is 
needed in a town with 300 voters, and the 
small Rhode Island towns are the ones 


| which have been so completely debauched 


that they invariably elect the candidate who 
will pay out the most money. 

The question is how to get rid of minority 
rule. It has been suggested, half seriously 
and half ironically, that the only way to get 
reform is to buy the control of the senate 
for, one year and amend the constitution so 
as to provide a fairer representation. Moral-. 
ists do not sanction the use of immoral 
methods to bring about good results, They | 
would not approve of the proposition to buy | 
up a state senate. The orthodox course to 
pursue is to appeal to the consciences of 
voters and to endeavor to awaken the prac- | 
tical business men of the state to the need 
of reform. It is said that the practical men 
are attending to their personal affairs and | 
cannot be induced to take - interest in 
reform movements. | 

If that is the case the sitnation seems. 
hopeless. Popular discontent with restric- 
tive suffrage provisions led over sixty years 
ago to what is known as the Dorr rebellion. 
It was put down, but it led to changes in 
the state constitution: There is no likeli- 
hood of a rebellion to change the unfair and 
unrepublican apportionment system. It 
may last indefinitely, to the shame ani 
profit of the voters in the small towns, wh» 
sel] their votes yearly to the highest bidder. 


THE CHARTER AMENDMENT. 
Tomorrow the: charter amendment will 
come up for consideration in the house of 
representatives, It has been amended in 
two particulars. No outside territory can 
be annexed without a majority vote in each 
village, city, or town affected, That is un- 
objectionable, though it is excess of caution. 
Chicago is in no haste to annex more terri- 
tory. - It will digest first the boundless areas 
it has already takenin. The consolidation 
of the city and sanitary district governments 
is not to be authorized.

If you employ a child under the legal 


working age and the child gets hurt by 


your machinery, the fact that you were em- 
ploying the child illegally may be taken 
into consideration when the court computes 
the damages you are liable to pay. This 


is the pasition taken by the New York Court 
of Appeals (thé highest court in the state) 


in the case of Vito Marino vs. Louis A. Leh- 
maier. 
Vito was 18 years and 8 months old. The 


‘legal working age ip New York is 14 years. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Lehmaier, representing 
that conservative element in New York 
which was shocked the lawlessness of 
the Pennsylvania miffers, employed Vito. 
He employed him as feeder to a printing 
press. Finally Vito, instead of feeding the 


press with paper, fed it with his fingers. 
The press was too rapid and too intricate 


for him. He then wanted*damages. Mr. 
Lehmaier objected. He said that he was 
not responsible for what his employés might 
do to themselves while they were operating 
his machinery. ‘Vito had (1) assumed the

Prince, near Coventry. Moreover, one would 
have thought that he would have preferred 
in taking another place in the country to 
lease something more in the line of a real 
old-fashioned country seat of the approved 
“county” pattern than Hughenden manor. 

iThe Jatter’s only and sole merit is the 
giamoug of Lord Beaconsfield that still, hangs

Cheylesmore to take Hughenden manor, 
which has fothing in the shape of beauty, 
comfort, oe game to recommend it. 


Disraeli married to a daughter 
of Edward Silvya—that is to say, of a man of 
the same race as himself; was the particular 
chum at Oxford of that “ bit of a Fool,’’ Sir 
Robert Peel, and would undoubtedly *have 
received @ peerage for his uncle’s sake a 
long-time ago had he in any way lived up to 
early promises, or responded to the expecta-— 
tions of those in court, political, and finan- 
cial circles who were ready to promote his 
interests as the nephew and heir of Lord 
Beaconsfield, conspicuous among the number 
being the late queen, the present king, Lord 
Salisbury, Lord Rothschild, and last but not 
least Lord Rowton, the lifelong private sec- 
retary and fidus Achates of the great tory 
statesman. Indeed, there is today no love 
lost between young Disraeli and Lord Row- 
ton, and the friends and admirers of Lord 
Beaconsfield seem to think that they are 
showing their regard for his memory by good 
will to his secretary rather than to his 
nephew. 

There is an extraordinary feature in con- 
nection with the recent marriage at Florence 
between M. Nisard, the French ambassador 
to the vatican, and the Countess Perchen- 
stein, sister of the Countess Angelique de 
lTalleyrand Perigord, whose home at Flor- 
ence,the Palazzo Talleyrand,is-so well known 
to all Americans who have wintered in the 
former capital of Italy. 

The Countess Perchenstein, who like her 
sigter, Mme. de Talleyrand, is of Russian 
birth, a daughter of Dmitri Bernadaki, fig- 
ures on the marriage certificate as a divorcee, 
in spite of which it was the French Cardinal 
Matthieu, archbishop of Toulouse, who per- 
formed the ceremony, of course with the 
consent of the vatican. 

In order to explain this anomaly it is neces- 
sary to state that in Italy there exists a law 
which prohibts widows from remarrying un- 
til full ten months after the death of their 
husbands, the idea being of course to safe- 
guard the interests of any posthumous child. 
Now, at the time of the Countess Perchen- 
stein’s marriage to the French ambassador 
at Florence she had been a widow for five 
months—that is to say, Just half the period 
required by Italianlaw. But she had been di- 
vorced from the late Count Perchenstein for 
something like a quarter of a century prior 
to his demise, he making his home at Brus- 
sels and she at Florence. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as she could not be 
legally married in Italy and according to the 
terms of the Italian law as a widow, Fhe was 
wedded as a divorcee—that is to say, faras 
the civil portion of the ceremony was con- 
cerned. The vatican affects to ignore the re- 
quirements of the Italian government in 
matrimonial matters, and therefore directed 
to the cardinal to take no notice of the quib- 
ble devised to get round the Italian marriage 


i law, and to wed the Countess Perchenstein as 


a widow to the French ambassador.

With vaeand to this Its Italian law on the sub- 
jéct of the marriage of widows, no matter 
how advanced their age, it may be stated 
that there is something of the same kind in 
the English house of lords, where, if any | 
peer dies without malg issue, but leaving a 
widow, the kinsman who is called upon to 
succeed to his honors is not permitted to 
take his seat in the upper chamber nor to 
cast his vote until full ten months have 
elapsed since the demise of his predecessor, 
so as to allow the time for the birth df any 
posthumous son. It does not matter what 
the age of the widow may be, and when the 
late Lord Derby died, leaving al widow who 
was over 70, the usual tén months had to be 
allowed to pase before his brother and suc- 
cessor could take his seat in the house of 
lords as the-earl of Derby or cast his vote as 
such. | 


‘It is doubtful whether Whitaker Wright 
can be convicted if he is taken back to Eng- 
land for trial. For there are so many tech- 
nicalities by means of which he can escape. 
In fact, some time ago a distinguished Eng- 
lish lawyer, one of the shining lights, indeed, 
of what fs known as the criminal bar, made 
out a phenomenally long list of iniquitous 
things that could be done in England with- 
out bringing the perpetrator within the 
clutches of the common or statute law. He 
was on the point of publishing it, but was 
persuaded by the authorities to refrain from 
doing so on the ground that it would be a 
dangerous policy to call the attention of the 
people at large to all the things that they 
could do without rendering themselves liable 
to punishment.

Export Trade Getting Normal... 

The export trade of the United Btates is 

| rapidly resuming its normal conditions. Feb- 
ruary figures of the bureau of statistics show 
the largest exports of ‘any February in the; 
~~ histery of our commerce, and also show that 
the exports of the three months ending with 
. .BPebruary were larger than those of the cor- 
-responding~period of any earlier year. On 
the import side the figures also show a con- 
tinuation of the growth which has charac- 
terized the last two.years, and the figures of 
the eight months ending with February sug- 
gest that the imports of the United States 
in “the fiscal year 1908 may exceed a billion 
doliars, while the export figures seem likely 
to exceed $1 A00, 000, 

In the short month of February alone the 
exports amounted to $125,502,105, which is 
$12,000,000 in @xeess of any preceding Feb- 
ruary and more than double the figures of 
February, 1893, in which month the total. 
exports were $59,931,984. Taking the three 
months ending with February, 1903, the total 

exporfs are $407,526,200, against $216,151,471 
_ in the three months ending with February, 
o* 1893. Thus; considering either the month of 
| February or the three months ending with 
: February, 1903, the total exports are not only 
4 larger than in that period of any preceding 
; year, but practically double those of a 

decade ago. 

These large export figures are due in part 
to the fact that the new corn crop is rapidly 
entering the markets of the world, to which 
the United States was able to make but 
slight contributions last year, the corn ex- 
portations in February, 1008, having been

Wholesale Trade Stimulated. 

The wholesale trade of the week had sev- 
eral elements of stimulation, chief among 
which was the advancing season and the 
. consequentgrowth of demand by retailers for 
the class o goods always called for on the 
‘opening of spring. The transportation diffi- 
culty, for a long time a serious drawback 
to business; was eased, In a measure, and at 
some.large distributing points better facili- 
‘ties were afforded than for months. There 
‘was but one distinctly unfavorable factor 
in the situation really existing, that of floods 
and bad roads, but in some quartérs the un- 
settled condition of labor affairs presented 
a foreboding of evil, and whatever influence 
this may have exerted was more in. the na- 
ture of a fear of what would happen than 
anything that had actually occurred, 

The firmness of all dry goods lines in the 
first hand market was a feature of especial 
importance to the trade. While retailers 
had bought spring goods in advance more lib- 
erally than for years, there were those who 
had expected lower prices by the middle of 
March and had not stocked up as heavily 
as they otherwise would have. Valuts, in- 
stead of- declining, are now at a point the 
highest of the year past. The trade of the 
week -was largely in the line of dress goods 
and the multitude of notions needed for 
Easter sales. While no new quotations for 
cotton goods were announced, the market 
retained all. of its recent firmness. Silk 
houses had an especially active trade. 


Lumber Trade Makes Advances. > 


While floods and shortages of cars are by no 
means factors of the past, and while scarcity 
of many leading lines of lumber continues a 
serious drawback to trade, still the business 
of the last: week showed improvement over 
that of the preceding period, the gains being 
substantial and of a eharacter to revive the 
dfeoping spirits of dealers, who foresaw 
disaster in the adverse conditions prevailing 
for some time previous. The transportation 
service was improved in spots, and southern 
points suffering from the impediments in- 
flicted by floods began to experience a meas- 
ure of reMef with promise of speedy recovery 
from the temporary paralysis of business. 

With southern mills shut down.on account 
of weather,conditions and the northern mills 
not yet ready to begin cutting, there isa poor 
outiook for any immediate increase in the 
supply of hardwoods. In many leading lines 
the scarcity amounts to actual famine, and 
in several trade centers it is an utter im- 
possibility to secure some of the woods,most 

by manufacturers for everyday con- 
sumption. In poplar stocks especially does 
there seem to be no relief in sight, prices 
continuing firm to the point of an advancing 
tendency. The full record of the lumber situ- 
ation ,at this date would be a continuous 
reiteration of the expression, “‘Scarce and 
growing scarcer; high ‘priced and growing 
higher.”’ 

In the construction record of the month of 
February there is disclosed.a serious falling 
off in the number and value of buildings 
erected in this city, as compared with the 
same month of 1902. The figures show 200 
buildings, of the value of) $1,225,675, this 
year, as against 306, valued at $8,369,250, last 
year. The discrepancy, immense as it is, was 
not felt in proportion in the lumber trade: 
indeed; the volume of business for last month 
was in excess of that of February, 1002.

“Coal Situation Strength. 


No features savoring of strength were pre- 
setited in the bituminous coal market during 
the week. The sluggish conditions prevai)l-

Coal Prices Lowest for a Year. 


- Prices are irregular to a point that exact 
quotations are difficult to give. Western 
bituminous is cheaper than at any time 
within the last twelve months. For Indiana 
(Sullivan county) and Illinois lump the range 
was from $1.90 to $2.10, on the f. o. b. basis, 
and much pressure to sell even at these rates. 
Mine run sold as low as $1.60 to $1.75, and 
weak. Screenings ruled $1.40 to $1.50. For 
anthracite there was little announced change 
in prices. The Black Diamond, an organ of 
the western foal trade, reports having heard 
of $6.00, f. b., Chicago, being quoted by a 
local jobbing company as the rate for indi- 
vidual coal for April delivery, dating from 
Monday, March 16, and covering the prepared 
sizes. price, however, has not been 
scheduled. 

In no branch of business was there the 
anxiety displayed as to the course of prices 
of materials as was exhibited in that of 
paints andcolors. The recent sharpadvance 
in pig lead and the consequent revision of the 
price list on white lead gave manufacturers 
much difficulty in the way of fixing values 
on the finished products. Twice within the 
week the trade was surprised by a sudden 
advance in pig lead, the first $5.00 per ton, 
the second $6.00 per ton. Many manu- 
facturers stand to lose heavily through ad- 
‘vance orders taken on the basis of former 
values, and several large concerns were 
caught by the second advance, having ad- 
justed their selling lists by the first rise. 

Jobbers, while doing more business tnanat 
this time in 1902, are not making nearly so 
much profit, and an advance along the line 
of jobbing quantities is expected. It seems 
a certainty that when spring actually opens 
the work done in active painting operations 
will surpass all previous records. 

In drugs the firmness of prices in many 
lines of staples continued. Holders of cod 
liver oil are unwilling to sell at current quo- 
tations, save in a limited way, the catch of 
the present season being reported inadequate 
to supply the market. Old oil Aas for that 
reason advanced sharply, $96 per barre! laid 
@own in New York being reported as. the 
basis of a recent gale. Opium and quinine 
were each firm, former holding‘in sym- 
pathy with conditions at <geprats sources of 
supply.

Now, bare 
trunks are clothed with vines or are screened 
by shrubbery, while trees that. naturally 
branch from the ground are given space and 
location where they may be beautiful in 
their own fashion;:stiffly sheared hedges 
have largely given place to irregular belts 
of shrubbery allowed to grow informally, 
and where, in case one plant winter kills, 
its loss is not noticed, while ‘the loss of one 
plant in a hedge means a lastifig and prom- 
inent defect, and the planter of today finds 
it possible ‘to select for certain locations, 
where space is restricted and vegetation must 
be kept within bounds, shrubs that may be 
cut back at will, but he does this pruning 
without. shearing into formal shapes and 
without in the least interfering with the 
characteristic habit of the bushes. At all 
events all danger may be obviated by placing 
the planting design in competent hands. In 
making a picture, as the leading landsca 

authorities advocate, the ‘“‘open center,” 
with foliage massed at the sides and back 
as a frame and setting,.make an admirable 
background, yet afford a clear view of the 
building, while thé comparatively little plant- 
ing against the house itself is for the pur- 
pose of accentuating good features and 
ecreening less desirable ones.

| PNEUMONIA AND CONSUMPT 
SHOW GAINS IN DEATH RECORD. 


Increase in Number of Deaths from Two 
Diseases Reported by the City Health 
Department. 


There have been registered a total of 679 
deaths from consumption and of 1,455 deaths 
from pneumonia since the first of the year. 
During the corresponding period of 1902 the 
respective totals were 619 consumiption and. 
1,085 pneumonia. 

These figures, given out by the health de- 
partment, show increases of 9.6 per cent of. 
consumption mortality and 32.8 per cent of 
pneumonia mortality. And they also show 
that the excess of pneumonia mortality over 
consumption mortality—which was 76 per 
cent in 1902—has risen to 114 per cent this 
year. 

The nineteen fewer deaths reported during 
the week are equivalent to a reduction of 
2.98 per cent from the rate of the previous 
: week, but the total, 612, representsan excess 

of 10 per cent/over that of the c nding 
week Of last year.- Indications from the 
laboratory and reports from physicians and 
from hospitals point to a general improve- 
ment of the public health, although the num- 
ber of cases of the contagious diseases re- 
ported remains about stationary. 

Influenza is still rampant and is largely 
responsible for the higher death rate of the 
winter. It continues to be reported asa fatal 
complication of consumption, dis- 
ease, pneumonia, and heart disease among 
the aged, and of the acute contagious diseases 
of childhood. Measles and whooping cough 
are still prevalent and of unusual malig- 
nancy, while diphtheria and searlet fever are 
decreasing. 

Although eleven cases of smal 
discovered during the week, the 
pressed by the chief medical inspector, Dr 
Spalding, that. the “ werst is over for this 
season.”

STORY OF THE ROMANCE, 
OF VIOLINIST KUBELIK. 


Young Hungarian Dodges Admirers in 
Old and New Worlds and Is True 
His Own Country. 


| returned home from California. — 


VIENNA, March 1.—The news that Kube- | 
lik is engaged to wed the Countess Marianne 
von Cgaky-Szell (pronounced Chakky-Shell) 
is the sensation in Hu rian social circles. 
She is 22 years of age; while Kubelik is a year 
ojder. She is the daughter of Wolfgang von 
Szell Bessenyeil, who was president of the 
senate at Debrecin, in Hungary, and-at the 
age of 18 was married to a Hungarian count. 
But her married life lasted a few weeks 
only, and soon afterwards she secured a 
divorce. 

The youthful violinist had but. recently 
leaped to fame. It was not until 1898 that 
he made his first appearance and scored an 
immediate triumph in Vienna. And it was 
the first time he played at Debrecin that he 
made the beautiful young countess’ acquaint- 
ance, 

It was a case of love at first sight, for Herr 
Kubelik has confessed that when he saw 
her he knew he had found his “‘ ideal.’’. But, 
determined not to beled away by the impulse 
of a moment, he delayed his proposal for 
three years. In England and America he had 
many offers of marriage, but he took no notice 
of them, and always hid himself when pur- 
sued by admirers. Friendly correspondence 
passed between him and the countess during 
the three years, and Herr Kubelik, with the 
honors of both hemispheres heaped upon 
him, returned to his native land to lay them 
at the feet.of his ‘* ideal.”’ 

On Feb. 27 he gavea concert in Vienna. The 
house was crowded, and every one noticed 
in one of the boxes a charming young woman 
with brown hair and brown eyes.

ir fifty years from the time Pizarro 


list’s day—on .the expedition which 
ended in the conquest of Peru; there ar- 
rived in that country, as the second 
archiepiscopal ruler of the see of Lima, 
Dr. Toribio Mogrovejo.. He had al- 
ready held the high judicial post of 
president of Granada for five years and 
he had discharged his duties with such 
prudence and virtue that he was ad- 
judged by Philip II. to be the best quali- 
fied to evangelize Peru. Religion en- 
tered into all the Spanish conquests of 
the new world; ecclesiastics attended Pi- 
zarro, performed mass and gave to the 
freebooting expedition the air of a cru- 
sade, as though these adventures were 
going into remote regions for no other 
reason than the extension of the faith. 
Churches were immediately built with 
the spoi] secured and bands of Christians 
went to work to convert the Indian and 
to protect him from the exactions and 
cruelties of the conquerofs. Dr. Toribio 
was the most devout and zealous of all 
these »workers, although it was repug- 
nant to him to go to so distant a dio- 
cese. On his arrival he began a vsita- 
tion .of the whole country grtending 
along the coast for 400 miles. For seven 
years he went from.place to place, often 
on foot, over the snows of the Andes or 
on the ‘scorching sands of remote -dis- 
tricts. He established churches, semi- 
 naries, and hospitals. The ecclesiastical 
seminary at Lima, founded’ by him in 
1601, though moved to another city in 
1850, still has flourishing . existence, 
educating youth for holy orders. He 
organized and reformed the whole dio- 
cese,.corrected abuses among clergy and 
laity alike, and was especially zealous in 
behalf of the Indian. Though he never 
lost ‘his “baptismal innocence, he con- 
fessed and said mass every day, even on 
his journeys. He died March 23, 1606, 
in the odor of sanctity, and was finally 
canonized.

Francis Pizarro, Conqueror of Peru. 
F all the romantic and audacious 
adventures in the history of chris- 
tendom that of Francis Pizarro is 
the most romantic and most utterly au- 
dacious.. He braved fearful perils, en- 
dured untold sufferings and privations, 
overcame incredible obstacles with in- 
flexible constancy of puroose, stimulated 
by his lust for gold. The achievements 
of Pizarro are not more excitingly phe- 
nomenal than his crimes were perfidious. 
There is no record of a more atrocious 
act of perfidy or a bolder example of 
audacious violence than that of the seiz- 
ure of; the great Inca Atahuallpa, the 
holding, him for a ransom of gold 
amounting to over $15,000,000, and’ then 
the burning of the monarch at the stake 
after this was collected. With less than 
200 mén Pizarro, knowing to what he 
went, marched through narrow and high 
defiles into the interior of a country, 
faced a tented host of warriors gathered 
round their ruler, invited him to a con- 
ference, seized his person, slaying the 
nobles who tried to protect him, and 
massacreing his reéinue. The inca’s 
conduct was friendly throughout, yet he 
was treated with barbarity and fraud. 
One more such act and Pizarro sealed 
his own doom; he was killed in broad 
daylight|' in his governor's palace at 
Lima ‘by the avengers of the death of 
his old comrade, Almegro. These two 
began life as deserted foundlings. Man- 
hood found them knight errant ad- 
venturers in the new world, with. Balboa 
looking ‘first on the Pacific, and having 
as a helper in Peru, Hernando de Soto, 
discoverer of the Mississippi. With a 
silent partner they planned the conquest 
of Peru. After two umsuccessful at- 
tempts Pizarro went to Spain, secured 
audience and high titles,and commis- 
sions from rles eturning he 
made the most splendid discoveries ever 
made in the western world and might 
have carried out his many peaceful pro- 
jects of building and general. improve- 
ment and enterprise had his perfidy 
stopped short wit the inca.
